Silk waists are certainly being worn more than formerly 
by young girls, and even in the schoolroom simple blouses of 
foulard and India silk are more in evidence than the warmer 
flannel] waists. The average house is kept so warm that it 
has been found most bed thd for even young girls to havo 
their blouses and undergarments of about equal texture all 
the year round, the outer garments rene heavily interlined 
and wadded.

LIVING PUMPS IN TREES. 


The cause of the ascent of sap in 
trees has always been a puzzling ques: 
tion to botanists, and none of the ex 
planations hitherto offered has been 
perfectly satisfactory, Recent inves- 
tigations made a Dutch botanist, Mr. 
KE. Reinders, support the view that the 
sap is raised by a pumping action of 
the living elements of the wood, Says 
a reviewer in Nature: £ 

Mr. Reinders proceeds from the fact 
‘that manometers (pressure meters) 
placed at different heights up the 
trunk behave quite independently of 
one another, Sometimes one shows 
t lower pressure, sometimes the other.’ 
This irregularity is assumed by Rein 
ders to be due to the pumping action 
of the living elements in the wood, 
and he proceeds to test his view by

ference of pressure followed the sume 
rule as would be expected to apply to 
a giass tube.’

ICCADILLY—famous for its clubs and private palaces— 
titkes its name from ‘‘Piceadilla Hall,’’ a large house 
which stood in two acres of ground somewhere near 

where the Comedy Theatre, in Panto Street, stands today. 
It was a favorite resort in A Fb Elizabeth's time, where 
people could sup, dance, gamble, and amuse themselves on 
summer syentite the title being derived from the Spanish 
word ‘'Peecadillo,’’ meaning excusable sin. 

Starting from Hyde Park corner, the first house is the 
famous Apsley House, which belongs to the Duke of Welling- 
ton, The house, however, derived its name from that Lord 
Apsley who was Lord Chancellor the year before his father 
was made Karl of Bathurst. 

Apsley House was at one time the first house which the 
traveller from the western districts encountered. For that 
reason « wag christened it ‘‘No, 1 London,’’ and were a 
letter so addressed today, it is by no means improbable that 
it would be delivered with perfect safety. 

Apsley House is full of historic relics of the Iron Duke. 
The Waterloo Chamber has been the scene of many Royal en- 
tertainments, and the museum is a most interesting apart- 
ment. The warrior’s bedroom, with its small iron bedstead 
and plain writing table, is modestly laid out, and still bears 
traces of the quiet simplicity which stamped the life of its 
original owner, 

Next door to Apsley House at No. 149, lives Lord Roths- 
child, the multi-millionaire financier, art connoisseur and 
philanthropist, und the interior of the house is as full as a 
museum of priceless pictures and works of art. Two other 
members of the Rothschild family live in houses a few doors 
away. 

The fortunes of the Rothschilds are now said to amount 
to something like four hundred million pounds sterling. It 
has been well said that if one possesses a million its multipli- 
cation is easy, and this remark has been exemplified in the 
case of the Rothschilds, who, it is affirmed, have doubled their 
wealth in cighteen years, 

At this rate of accumulation the quidnunes assert by the 
middle of the present century the Rothschilds firm will own 
some two thousand millions, The interest on this colossal 
amount would support the entire population of France! 

Lord Allendale lives at No. 144 and Lord Glenesk at 159, 
Lord Glenesk ‘s house belonged to Lord Byron, and here that 
cold-blooded woman Lady Byron left ber husband one even 
ing, with « smile on her handsome face, never to return to 
the home she had shattered, 

Here Byrou wrote the ‘*Parisina’’ and the ‘‘Siege of 
Corinth,’’ and here, in one year, he was served with no tewer 
than eighteen writs! 

The next building of interest is No, 128, the Lyceum Club

in the last year or two, but of course the foundation of all 
the trouble began when the great British contractor commen 
ced to take a special interest in Mexican affairs, 

He has long been convinced that sexico is the country of 
the future, and the financial value of the contracts he bus 
undertaken there isa staggering record of millions, 

Among them are the drainage system of the Valley of 
Mexico; the Vera Cruz port works, which gave Mexico's chict 
port a safe and commodious harbor instead of an open 
and dangerous roadstead; the Tehuantepee Railway, together 
with the port works at the termini of the tailway at Puerto 
Mexico and Salina Cruz; the drainage of the city of Vera 
Cruz and the building of its waterworks system; and many 
other imposing public works, 

So far, of course, the Rockefeller companies found little 
or no fault with the operations of the British contractor. 
All they wanted was to have the monopoly of the supply of 
oil in Mexico. : 

When, however, the Englishman commenced acquiring oil 
fields and building refineries, Mr. Pierce and Mr, Rockefeller 
began to feel nervous, They bombarded Lord Cowdray with 
ablegrams urging him to join forces with them, but this Lord 
Cowdray refused to do. 

Then began the tremendous struggle that is still proceed 
ing. The Americans out of their former gigantic profits had 
accumulated a war chest running into millions. Mr, Pierce's 
net profits in Mexico during the period of his monopoly were 
nearly $2,000,000 a year, Lord Cowdray has now annexed 50 
per cent. of the Mexican business, and he has in his employ 
almost every member of the Pierce Company whom he thought 
it worth his while to take over, 

A strenuous campaign was conducted, too, in the press, 
and a ‘literary bureau’ supplied articles and pamphlets 
‘*slating’’ Lord Cowdray and all his works, 

Lord Cowdray, on the other hand, took as his motto: ‘‘Say 
nothing and saw wood,’’ and when somebody pestered him 
for information about the great fight, he replied rather tartly,
